These 
highly complicated problems of re- 
construction demand men well 
versed in financial statesmanship of 
the highest order, and the country 
is to be congratulated that the 
service of such men as Paul M. War- 
burg and the present members of 
the board can be secured for the 


Federal Advisory Council and for 
the board itself. 

Recent figures, given out by the 
Department of Labor, indicate that 
there are over 3,500,000 men unem- 
ployed at the present time, a very 
large increase over last year. Cer- 
tain discussions have arisen between 
the railroad labor board and the 
workers regarding the abandonment 
of rules governing labor conditions, 
which were enforced during war 
times, and which have since been 
discontinued. The abolition of 
piece-work has brought up the prob- 
lem of the closed shop and the 
necessity for increasing labor effi- 
ciency on the railroads so as to 
enable the carriers to furnish trans- 
portation at a lower operating cost. 
In other branches of industry, 
laborers have seemed willing to meet 
their employere and accept such 
terms as would insure employment, 
at least on a partial time.

PLANS TRAINING SCHOOL.

Mr. McCormick said that many of 
the city’s manufacturers and em- 
ployers of skilled mechanics favor 
the plan and he declared himself 
confident that the Council and the 
Supervisors will co-operate. He said 
the Board of Education will be able 
to — the necessary teaching 
staff. 

When a technical institute was 
projected recently manufacturers of 
machinery declared themselves will- 
ing to supply a large part of the re- 
quired equipment, and it is believed

ATER-SOAKED SHERIFF 
QUELLS RIOT IN JAIL. 


Traeger, Just Sworn ‘in, Wades In to 
_Fire-Hose Drenching and Stills 
Howling Prisoners. 


Sheriff William I. Traeger inaug- 
urated his term of office yesterday 
by walking into the lion's den in the 
County Jail, facing a group of 
angry, water-soaked prisoners—even 
himself facing a fire hose used to 
quell the agitation—and by soft 
words and a straight-from-the- 
shoulder talk ending a food strike 
and a near-riot of twenty-four hours. 

The strike and near-rivot had 
quieted down during the daytime 
yesterday, having begun the night 
before, but broke out afresh late yes- 
terday when trusties offered the 
prigoners in six of the tanks their 
evening meal. The food, the same 
as given previously, was rejected 
and the prisoners began pounding 
on the bars, yelling and jeering at 
the guards and trusties, Jailer Gal- 
lagher took charge of the situation, 
and failing to quet the pandemo- 
nium by talking to the prisoners, or- 
dered the guards to get out the fire 
hose. Quiet was restored for a few 
minutes, but broke out again and 
threatened to reach proportions 
when Sheriff Traeger appeared on 
the scene. 

BHERIFF SOAKED. 

Unknown to the guards, the Sher- 
iff ordered a turnkey to unlock Tank 
No. 1, where the prisoners were 
most unruly and walked in. He 
walked into the midst of the pris- 
oners and was about to talk to 
them when Turnkey Swan Willison, 
manipulating a hose, &nd unaware 
that the Sheriff was there, turned 
the water full in the Sheriff's face. 
When the Sheriff recovered his 
breath, he talked to the prisoners. 
Cries of “Don’t you want to hear 
the Sheriff?" and “Let the Sheriff 
speak,” were heard. 

“I want you men to understand 
the situation here,” he said, as he 
wiped the water from his face, 1 
just took the office of Sheriff today 


and I intend to see that you get ali 


that is coming to you in the way 
of food and such comfort as is pos- 
sible. The meal offered to you just 
new was the last under the other 
Sheriff. I want you to give me a 
few days to get things straightened 
out and then, I promise you, that 
I will treat you right. I have ap- 
pointed a steward to buy and handle 
your food and I do not want one 
cent of what the county allows for 
your food.” 
IS CHEERED. 

Instead of the cries and jeers of 
a moment before, the new Sheriff 
was greeted with cheers, 

We are for you,” and “We'll 
keep quiet and wait, all right,” were 
heard. 


“Sheriff,” said one prisoner, “I 
have to sleep on that iron floor, and 
there are not enough cots to go 
around.” 

“Well, we are making arrange- 
ments to give you more room, too,” 
reanonded the Sheriff. as he turned 


to talk in another tank. He talked 
in each of the six tanks where the 
trouble arose and in. each received 
promises from the prisoners to bear 
with him and wait until he put his 
new house in order. Then he ate 
some of the food offered the prison- 
ers, pronounced it all right, well 
seasoned, and asked the prisoners if 
they would take it. Many of the 
prisoners, having gone without food 
for nearly twenty-four hours as the 
result of the determination to 
strike, gladly accepted the offer. 


They worked up a new appetite by 


swabbing out the tanks, which were 
covered with two inches of water. 

After quiet was re 
Lamh, convicted of rob 
tenced to San Quentin, was locked 
in the dungeon as punishment for 
Starting the strike and near-riot.. 

Apparently taking the change in 
sheriffs as a cue, the prisoners, ac- 
cording to Jailer Gallagher, im 
tanks Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 6 voted to 
strike, meaning to make as much 
trouble as possible. The jail au- 
thorities were reluctant, R was 
stated, to use the water hose to 
stop the noise because of the crowd- 
ed condition of the tanks and were 
unable to stop it. Yesterday after- 
noon two more tanks went on strike, 
and the “water cure” was resorted 
to in a last effort. Just then the 
Sheriff came and himself was 
soused. 


“BOARDERS” NO MORE, 
It was announced yesterday by 


Sheriff Traeger and Jailer Gallagher 
that plans were under way to Change 
conditions at the jail. With the 
last meal yesterday, the boarders’ 
tank in the jail, where a prisoner 
may pay $5 a week for special food, 
was abolished. It has been @ part 
of the county Institdtion since the 
jail was built. It w learned yes- 
terday that, in addition to the pris- 
oners’ demonstration against the jai. 
food, the strike was 
against the abolition of the board- 
ers’ tank. It was stated that the 
strike was really started by prison- 
ers in the boarders’ tank in protest 
to the ending of their privileges 
and spread to the other tanks in 
protest to the food given there and 
the crowded quarters. 

“The first demonstration * 2 last 
night.“ said Jatler Gallagher. An 
prisoners in four tanks refused the 
food we offered them. Then they 
started the noise. This morning 
they rejected their breakfasts. Their 
breakfast consisted of cornmeal 
mush, milk, hash and a link of 
sausage, prunes, coffee and bread. 
Later I received a note from tank 
four saying, those in there had not 
participated and wanted their break- 
fast, and I sent it to them. 

FOR MORE ROOM. 

“The jail is much overcrowded, 
Now 120 are sleeping on the floors 
and we have 449 prisoners, with a 
capacity of 300 under crowded con- 
ditions. This allows for some com- 
fort. bet the jail should not have

Ricks AND BARGAIN INSURANCE. 
The question before the house is on 
the return to normalcy, and the consuming 
public of Los Angeles and Southern Call- 
fornia, which means, all the public there is, 
have turned into a million or more human 
interrogation points. 
Now that the word normal and its syn- 
thetic associate, normalcy, have come to be 
better understood, and the public realizes 
that a return to either normal or normalcy 
does not necessarily mean a return to the 
prices which prevailed before the war, the 
point is raised as to how far the decline 
will go before it hits bottom and how close 
we are to that point now. 


On these subjects there is a wide diver- 
sity of opinion, but after a fine comb is ap- 
plied and the sifter called into requisition 
We are constrained to believe that, in a ma- 
jority of lines, the end has come; that in 
a few there will be still further reductions, 
and that in some the present level is too 
low to harmonize with the law of supply 
and demand and that we may look for 
slightly higher prices. 

Based on information from the sources 
of supply, in most instances manufacturing 
centers and from home retailers, it seems 
‘reasonably certain that woolen goods, espe- 
clally m men's and women's clothing, will 
not be much cheaper, at least for the pres- 

ent season, than they are today. : 

The condition of the cotton market has 
been fairly well discounted and experts as- 
sert that the price of finished products 
cannot go much lower with safety. One 
big buyer, when informed that a cargo .of 
manufactured supplies, purchased a few 
weeks ago, was reported on fire, replied, “It 
will save my house a lot of money if we 
don't have to sell them.“ 


Twenty-five per cent appears to be about 
the average decline in clothing, while shoes 
have gone back more than that. During 
the last two or threé months foodstuffs 
have shown an encouraging inclination to 
follow the commodity market, and the liv- 
ing cost is lower in Los Angeles today thau 
it has been since 1917. 

This brings us to another phase of the 
‘discussion; a phase which accounts for the 
difficulty in being more specific in reciting 
definite price drops, that is the relation of 
the retailer to the ultimate consumer and 
his attitude toward the consumer. 

It may as well be admitted that replace. 
ments are being secured on a purchase 
basis which ranges from 20 to 50 per cent 
below that of a year or eighteen, months 
ago; but not every dealer is willing to pass 
along all of this saving to his customer. To 
do so, he argues, would involve heavy 
losses in moving hold-over stock and would 
tend to upset the market and make trouble 
when the revision upward starts in again.

erty Bonds, several young men who have 
committed mail robberies and some juvenile 
check passers all admit that the substitu- 
tion of a poolroom training for that of the 
home is largely responsible for turning 
their thoughts {nto criminal channels. A 
poolroom is an easy place to kill and bury 
a lot of time, but it also takes some money. 
The youth cannot often make the money 
while he is killing the time and so he drifts 
into the easiest way of rounding up the 
dough without having to work for it. This 
breaks the ice for criminal adventure and 
presently our youthful pool shark is also an 
accomplished porch climber or a first-class 
highwayman. This business of teaching 
the young idea how to shoot pool and craps 
before breakfast is not good for the State. 
Parents who willingly consent to the sub- 
stitution of the poolroom for the home as a 
training field for the morals and manners 
of their offspring should share ‘the respon- 
sibility for their crimes. The pool table is 
an innocent and harmless thing itself, 
but frequently its environment is rotten.

URDERING MURDELERS. 

After a twelvemonth of reciprocal! out- 
lawry under the guise of reprisals, for. 
which neither the British government. nor 
the Sinn Fein Yebels can escape righteous 


condenmation, a more tolerant and humane‘ 


spirit is beginning to dominate the domestic. 
politics of the British Isles. Cardinal 
Logue, Primate of Ireland, has issued a let- 
ter to the priests of the Armagh diocese, di 
recting them to use their utmost efforts to 
bring about a truce to murder as a form of 
political agitation. At the same time Lord 
Hugh Cecil, son of Lord Salisbury, cousin 


ot Balfour and one of the most upright and 


high-minded members of the House of Com- 
mons, has written an open letter to the 
London Times, in which he charges that the 


present British government has caused to 


be “turned loose upon Ireland bodies of ir- 
regulars, who have committed crimes, the 
exact number and extent of which is hard 
to determine, but the general infamy of 
which cannot be denied.” 

Cardinal Logue tells the men of Ireland 
that “It is no excuse that crimes even 
greater and more numerous have been com- 
mitted by others, for crime does not justify 
crime.” In the letter he denounces the am- 
bushing and attacking of soldiers and po- 
lice. Lord Cecil asserts in his communi- 
cation that: 

For the enforcement of the law the 
government are responsible; and the 
weighty accusation against them is that 
they have not enforced the law; that 
they have first inefficiently allowed it 
to be defied, and that they have posi- 
tively subverted it by encouraging or 
allowing lawless violence. MURDER- 


ING MURDERERS IS NOT ENFORC- , 


ING THE LAW, NOR IS INDISCRIMI- 
NATB SHOOTING NOR BURNING 
HOUSES. These are, on the contrary, 
the prostitution of lawful authority. 
They make it a byword of hatred. The 
government must firmly and justly re- 
store throughout Ireland the reign of 
law. 

Lord Cecil, himself an influential member 
of the Church of England, makes an appeal 
to the Roman Catholic clergy of Ireland to 
begin “exerting the whole power of Chris- 
tain discipline as customary in their church 
in restraint of murder.” In this connection 
he writes: “I am glad to see that the Irish 
Roman Catholic bishops have lately pub- 
lished some injunctions and exhortations 
tending to enforce elementary Christian 


“morality upon their people.” 7 


_ As Cardinal Logue’s letter to the priests 
of Armagh has been written since Lord 
Cecil's communication was published and 
discussed, it would seem that he is at- 
tempting to exercise the same restraint 
upon, the rebels of Ireland that Lord Cecil 
seeks to bring to bear on the British gov- 
ernment. The Times has frequently as- 
serted that the troubles of the Irish people 
are political and not religious, that neither 
the English clergy nor the Roman Catholic 
clergy is responsible for them; and that 
dragging the question of religion into one 
of civil government is but a device of dema- 
gogues to awaken hatreds and rouse the 
passions of the unthinking. N 


Any one familiar with Irish history dur- 
ing the last century is aware that violence 
is a popular form of agitation, whether it 
be agrarian, political or religious. Murder 
is the most common means of protest 
against real or fancied political injustice. 
Violence continuously interfered to r the 
plans which Gladstone formulated for home 
rule in Ireland. Assassination is the prime 
weapon used by both sides in the political 
strife that has been waging during the last 
three months. There seems to be a feeling 
on the part of both the Sinn Fein and the 
Royal Irish Constabulary that a murder 
actuated by political and not personal mo- 
tives ceases to be a criminal act. 

During the last three months the score 


has. been about equal, the casualties being 


estimated at 200 for each side. Last week 
the wave of murder ran highest. A British 
major-general and two other commissioned 
officers were killed from ambush, and the 
Mayor of one of the Irish towns and his 
wife, both reputed Sinn Feiners, met death 
in a similar way. 
It must de plain to thinking Englishmen 
and Irishmen alike that the Irish question 
will never be settled dy such methods. As 
long as the Sinn Fein following is not 
strong enough to fight in open rabellion 


against the British super-government, they 
will not win either sympathy or support out- 
side of Ireland by recourse to murder as a 
part of their political propaganda. On the 
other hand, the superior force of the British 
government is so undisputed that there can 


be no excuse for murder inflicted in cold 


blood on men believed to be criminals. The 
Irish people would do well to take to heart 
the admonition of Cardinal Logue that vio- 
lence is not a justification for retributive 
violence, and that murder does not legalize 


. retributive murder; and the British govern- 


ment, if it wishes to retain the respect and 
confidence of honest people, both at home 
and abroad, must withdraw even its tacit 


support of the doctrine that “murdering 
murderers” is enforcing the law. 
AYS THAT ARE DARK. ¢

The trouble is that the machine has grown 
80 arrogant as to assume the attributes of 
both God and the people, It has become so 
honeycombed with excuses and given to ex- 
travagance as to recognize no barrier or 
boundary to its whims. The administration 
not only admits ‘that government in Califor- 
nia costs about five times as much per cap- 
ita as the average for the country, but is 
proud of it. Presently it will be gloating 
over it. There will never be any sincere 
profession of a desire to exercise thrift or 
economy on the part of those now in politi- 


cal power in California. That hope may as 


well be abandoned. Nothing but a clean 
sweep and the substitution of a set of officials 
pledged to retrenchment can accomplish any 
real economics. Even Hercules, with the 
Pacific Ocean at his command, would be 
powerless to clean the stables at ‘Sacra- 
mento.

LEGACY TO HARDING. 


BY EUGENE J. YOUNG. 


When Mr. Wilson took the Pres- 
dency in 1913 the question of Mexico 
loomed as our greatest foreign prob- 
lem; and much was made by the 


Washington writers of the fact that 


Mr. Taft had passed on this muddle 
to Mr. Wilson for solution. In the 
midst of his first term Mr. Wilson 
told the country he would be unable 
to set his course in foreign relations 
unless American ships were de- 
prived of the privilege of free tolis in 
the Panama Canal. | 

How fast we have traveled in these 
eight years! Mexico and Panama 
tolls are with the Harding adminis- 
tration, but they are mere detalls. 
Consider for a moment just what Mr. 
Wilson, by force of circumstances, 
has had to pass on to Mr. Harding 
(and Mr. Hughes) as his unfinished 
business in international affairs. 

World-Wide Puzzles. 

CENTRAL EUROPE.—Shall we 
make a separate peace with Ger- 
many and Austria or find some way 
of joining with the League of Na- 
tions so as to preserve the main parts 
of the Treaty of Versailles? Shall 
we forgive the debts owed to us by 
our recent Allies as a means of put- 
ting the continent of Europe on its 
feet? Shall we let France have her 
way in getting a strangle hold on 
Germany and 0 controlling the 
whole situation, or try to force her 
to be more reasonable so we shall 
share in the trade of a reorganized 
continent. 

CONQUERED TERRITORY. 
Shall we permit the territories taken 
from our late enemies to be added to 
the British, French, Japanese and 
other empires? Or shall we insist 
that they shall be held and really 
governed for the benefit of all the 
world? This carries us into Western 
Asta, Eastern Europe, Africa and 
the Pacific Archipelago. 

PERSIA AND EGYPT.—Shall we 
continue to maintain that Britain 
had no right to make a treaty taking 
a protectorate over Persia and that 
she is bound by solemn pledge not to 
take away the sovereignty of Egypt. 

ASIA.—Shall we stand by the 
Banking Consortium, under which 
the leading powers are. bound to seek 
no monopolies in China, but must 
divide equally all privileges? Shall 
we continue to support China in 
building herself up as a great inde- 
pendent power? 

RUSSIA.—Shall we. recognize the 
Bolshevik autocracy or continue to 
ignore it in the hope that a new and 
really democratic government will 
arise? Shall we continue to oppose 
the Japanese, French and British 
plans to lop off parts of old Russia in 
order to form “buffer states” in Si- 
beria, in the Caucasus, on the Polish 
front and on the Baltic? 

Shall We Arm or Give Way? 


TRADE.—Shall we push our mer- 
chant fleet out on the sea and. pursue 
an aggressive trade policy? If so, 
shall we insist that other nations 
shall not have monopolies of cable 
and wireless and of fueling and trad- 
ing harbors? 

DISARMAMENT.—Shall we agree 
to a limitation of our naval power at 
the moment when we have a chance 
to take equality, if not superiority, on 
the seas? Shall we set an example 
of disarming so as to swing the whole 
world toward peaceful ways or pre- 
pare for a great struggle piling up 
complications? 

In drawing this compilation I have 
no desire to be alarmist or warlike. 
It is a simple two-and-two-makes- 
four analysis of the facts as they ap- 
pear to one whose business 
been to analyze such things for 
twenty years, 

The fact which stands out clearest 
is that the Wilson administration 
was driven in its closing months by 
the force of circumstances and the 
attitude of the American people—in- 
to a revisal of its former policy 
which brought it into serious dis- 
putes with our late companions on 
the battlefield and with the League 
of Nations itself. We are already 
committed to attitudes on certain of 
the world’s greatest problems which 
bring us into direct conflict with the 
ambitions of Britain, France and 
Japan; and there are‘abundant signs 


that the powers opposed to them are | 


anxious to enlist under our leader- 
ship to curb them. 

The biggest world questions of the 
day are: 

MANDATES OVER CONQUERED 
TERRITORIES. 

THE FUTURE OF RUSSIA. 

THE FUTURE OF CHINA. 

And on all three of them we are 
already in direct conflict with pow- 
ers on whose side we fought in the 
war—the powers which have the 
controlling voice in the council of 
the League of Nations. 

Open vs. Imperialism. 

To those who saw the tendencies 
of the Versailles Peace Conference 
and of the Supreme Council since, it 
has been a mathematical certainty 
that such conflicts would come. If 
America was to shake off her isola- 
tion and take on the real responsi- 
bilities of world power and world 
commerce it could not help but hap- 
pen that she must challenge the poli- 
cies of the nations which are now the 
leading exponents of the idea of em- 
pire. Either that, or we must turn 
our backs upon the policies which 
we have followed for more than a 
century. 

It is the simple issue of Imperial- 
ism vs. the Open Door. 

In the matter of the territories 
conquered from Germany, Austria 
and Turkey, Mr. Wilson at the Paris 
Conference took the position that 
they should be ruled in future for the 
benefit of all the world. Against him 
were arrayed the imperial powers 
who clung to the right of conquest, 
the foundation on which they had 
built their great possessions. In the 
end he had to assent to the principle 
that the lands should be givén over 
to their conquerors under man- 


dates,” but the treaty provided that 


the League should have supervision 
over these andthe rights of the 
other peoples of the world should be 
safeguarded. 
But, within the League and in the 
conferences of the Premiers, the big 
powers have since treated the terri- 
tories allotted to them as their own, 
as integral parts of their empires, 
and we have now came to the point 
where the United States—under Mr. 
Wilson—has served notice that it 
will not be bound by decisions of the 
League Council on mandates unless 
it is first consulted as one of the vic- 
tors in the war; and that it will in- 
sist—no matter what the League 
Council does—that the territories 
shall, in fact, be held for the benefit 


of all the world. 

Settled American Policy. 

This position has nothing what- 
those particular 
ideals of Mr. Wilson with which the 
American people have quarreled. It 
is the logical extension of a settled 
American policy. As I have pointed 
out before, we halted the imperial 
system in South America with the 
Monroe Doctrine; and we stopped it 
in China with the Hay Doctrine of 
the “Open Door.” Now we are really 
“applying the Monroe ne to 


the whole world” as a matter of 
| practical, “shirt-sleeves” statesman-

tem must not be permitted to fasten 


itself on all of Africa and Western 
Asia. We arealso applying these 
principles to China and Russia and 
the matter of cable and wireless 
communication throughout the 
world. 

So far as China is concerned it can 
almost be said she has now been 
saved by us. She has been recog- 
nized as a peer of the other powers 
by gaining a place on the Council of 
the League of Nations. She has 
shown military power sufficient to 
cast out the Japanese who had al- 
most taken possession of her govern- 
ment; and the courage to stand up 
against Japanese intrigues in Shan- 
tung, Manchuria and Mongolia. But 
the problem is not wholly settled. At 
this moment the British and Japa- 
nese, having taken control of all the 
cables running to the great republic, 
are endeavoring to prevent an Amer- 
ican company from erecting a wire- 
less station which would break their 
monopoly. This Incident has attained 
such seriousness that the Washing- 
ton government has served notice on 
Peking that the cancellation of the 
American privilege would be an “un- 
friendly act.” It was almost an ulti- 
matum, which was addressed not so 
much to China as to Britain and 
Japan. 

The “Open Door” to Russia. 

In our Russian policy we have 
been driving for the same “open 
door.” The three great imperial na- 
tiens are trying to control every 
trade entrance to this great country. 

France, throvgh Poland, proposes 
to extend her influence over Lith- 
vania and the Ukraine. Britain h 
set up, practically under a protecto- 
rate, the little states of Esthonia and 
Latvia, which control all exits to the 
Baltic. She has possession . of the 
outlet through the straits of the 
Bosporus and is endeavoring to set 
up “buffer states” in the Caucasus 
which would prevent the new Russia 
from striking for the free seas either 
southward or westward. Japan has 
undertaken to erect in Siberia, un- 
der her protection, a state which 
would control all the territory east 
of Lake Baikal and extend from the 
Korean border to Kamchatka. 

If these plans should be carried 
out, America and the rest of the 
world would be shut off from the 
great domains over which the Czars 
ruled, except as they were permitted 
to trade under the restrictions and 
handicaps imposed by the ruling 
powers. Upon these schemes, the 
Washington government has put its 
foot down firmly. It has more than 
once demanded from the Entente 
Powers a solemn pledge not to en- 
gage in the partition of Russia until 
its people shall have come out of 
their troubles and have had a chance 
to make known their will. 

Will Harding Reverse Wilson? 

That is the question which con- 
fronts President Harding and Secre- 
tary Hughes. Will they reverse the 
acts of President Wilson in practical

TO CUT FARM PAY SCALE. 


‘Southern California Bureaus Planning Re- 
duction as Living Cost Falls. 


Figures compiled by the Wage 
Seale Committee of the Southern Call 


_ fornia farm bureaus show that the 


eost of living in Southern California 
has decreased 25 per cent during the 


past six months. 
This report, submitted yesterday, 
es action by the committee, to 
taken at a meeting of represent- 
atives from the counties of the south, 
on a universal wage scale for citrus 
and deciduous fruit and, general 
farming industries. The scate will 
be adopted to conform with the low- 
r of living. 
ith the heavy losses suffered in 
the lemon industry and the reduc- 


tion of profits in the orange ship- 
ments,” declared Robert W. Hodg- 
son, Los Angeles County Farm Ad- 
viser, “it is necessary for growers to 
prune all possible items in the cost 
of production. 

“Labor is one of the largest fac- 
tors in’ raising lemons and oranges. 
During the past two or three years 
the wage situation has been unduly 
and artificially high. One reason for 
this was the fact that growers were 
competing against each other for 
labor which has been scarce.. The 
condition is now radically changed 
and there is at present a surplus of 
labor. 

The new universal wage scale will 


be based upon the cost of living and 
will form an equitable adjustment 
both for the worker and grower.” 

It is stated that the cost of living 
for Mexican workers in the citrus 
belt has decreased an even greater 
percentage. The report shows that 
clothing prices have come down 
from 25 per cent to 33% per cent 
throughout the country in the past 
few months.

TAX.EXPERTS 


High Costs of Government to 
Continue for Years. 


No One Now Thinks of Mak- 
ing Tariff Bear Burden. 


Income Receipts Wonderfully 
Increased. 


[EXCLUSIVE DIsPaTCH. } 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—An in- 
crease in customs revenue may offset 
partly the elimination of objection- 
able taxes. It is considered doubt- 
ful, however, whether the addition- 
al revenue from a protective tariff 
will represent a substantial sum 
when compared with the possible 
$1,000,000,000 loss in revenue from 
the repeal of the excess profits tax 
and various miscellaneous taxes. 


War conditions reaching in the 
mounting of government expendi- 
tures to hitherto undreamed of 
heights have caused a marked 
change in the position occupied by 
‘| the tariff as a revenue producer. 

There was a time when revenues 
from customs constituted about half 


twentieth of the total, although the 
total customs revenue was almost as 
great as it ever had been in the his- 
tory of the country. 


HIGH COSTS CONTINUE. 


With expenditures certain to con- 
tinue during the next few years on 
a scale four or five times as great as 
in the period just before the war 
duties on imports will represent only 
a fraction of the total necessary to 
maintain the government. 

The income tax which formerly 
furnished only a small part of the 
revenues has become the chief reve- 
nue producer. In the fiscal year 1914, 
when the total ordinary receipts 
amounted to $734,673,168, only about 
per cent, or $60,710,196 b- 
tained from income taxes. ring 
the fiscal years 1918, 1919 and 1920, 
a total of $9,385,000,000, or 60 per 
cent of the tetal ordinary receipts, 
was derived from income and profits 


taxes. 

* While there is a movement toward 
the substitution of a sales tax for 
various forms of income tax, no one 
has any thought of again making the 
tariff bear the chief burden. 

Some of the more ardent 8 
tionists predicted a few mont ago 
that when the new Republican tariff 
law is drafted it would yield $1,000,- 
000,000 annually. 

PREDICTION DISCOUNTED. 


This prediction has now been dis- 
counted to such an extent that few

' tional $700,000,000 would be ob- 
tained, thus making the total in 


the neighborhood of $1,000,000,000, 
would have meant increasing duties 
to produce an average ad valorem of 
20 per cent on all imports dutiable 
and nondutiable. To obtain the to- 
tal of $1,000,000,000 thus would 
mean the trebling of the average 


volume of imports. 

A possible way of greatly increas- 
ing tariff revenue would be to place 
heavy duties upon such articles of 
necessity as tea, coffee and sugar. 
Such action, which would be similar 
to the practice followed by Great 
Britain, would mean an increase in 
the cost of living, and does not seem 
to be in prospect. Political consid- 
erations are likely to prevent a tax 
upon the breakfast table such as 
would be involved in this plan.
